Sketches Progressive Idea. 
In conclusion, the colonel sketched 
the progressive idea of needed anti- 
trust regulation by properly empow- 
ered commissions, contrasting 
such 
proposals with legislation now pend- 
ing at. Washington, which he found 
woefully inadequate. Such a program 
alone, he contended, proved the in 
adeqaucy of the 
democratic party. 
"It Is and always will be," he said, 
"the state's rights party, the 'party- 
afraid-of-power'." 
Yet the Colonel warned those dis- 
satisfied with the administration not 
through their resentment 
to throw 
their support to the leaders he had 
attacked. 
To do so, he said, would 
only ensure a continuation of "gov- 
ernment by convulsion, of a govern 
mental see-saw between two sets of 
policies." 
He 'spoke a .word concerning those 
whom the progressives would wel- 
come to the party. 
"We will gladly 


•work,"-he said, "with any men who 
•will themselves, with open sincerity 
work for those (progressive)' princi- 
ples, provided that they are men ot 
such character 
as 
to justify confi- 
dence 
in their good faith. 
In this 
spirit we ask all good citizens to co- 
operate with us when, as 
here 
in 
Pennsylvania, we hold aloft the flag 
of good citizenship, and fight to trans 
late these sound and lofty principles 
into governmental practice." 
Colonel Roosevelt came 
here f.c 
speak in support of the candidacy of 
Dean Lewis for governor and of Gif 
ford Pinchot for United States sena 
tor. 
Their qualifications he touched 
upon at the opening of his speech 
Thereafter he confined himself to thf 
national issue outlined. 


No Chance of Prosperity. 
"The present national administra- 
tion," he said, "is pursuing a course 
that prevents the existence of pros- 
perity, and that doe? not offer a sin 
Rio serious or intelligible plan 
foi 
passing 
prosperity 
around, 
should 
prosperity in spite of the administra- 
tion's efforts, at some future time re- 
turn to our people. 
"This is true both as regards the 
trust question and the tariff question- 
As regards both the only wise course 
to follow is that set forth in the na 
tional progressive platform.

Cheese should never be kept in the 


ice chest, as its strong odor perme- 
ates the other articles of food. Keep 
it in a closed dish on the sideboard, 
wrapped in a damp napkin; otherwise 
it becomes dry and oily.

Salts' and cellulose then are the 


chief substances which "vegetables" 
supply, and these are both so neces- 
sary that special care should be taken 
to cook the vegetables well.in qfd«r' 
to make them attractive and to make 
people like and want them.

times, too, It is necessary to take care 
that the mineral matter or sells b» 
retained In the vegetables. This Is not 
necessary'when vegetables anil fruit 
are very abundant, but only when the 
supply is limited. 
Under the latter 


circumstances, the vegetable should 
be steamed in a dish or cooked in very 
little water and the juice Blioulci be 
poured over the vegetable when it Is 
served. Spinach, which is especially 
rich in salts, can, when it Is young,. 
3e cooked with the addition of no more 
water than that which clings to the 
leaves after they are washed. 


Many common Tegetables are over- 


cooked. This Is particularly true of 
the green vegetables like cabbage and 
spinach which consist of the leaves of 
plants. They are often cooked like 
the root vegetables, turnips, parsnips, 
and carrots, which being starchy and 
more or less fibrous require long con- 
tinued cooking. The fact Is that cab- 
bage frequently falls Into disfavor he- 
cause It is not cooked well. Many 
people think they cannot eat it with- 
out danger of digestive troubles. This 
Is unfortunate, because it Is one of 
the most convenient of the green vege- 
tables to obtain during the winter 
months.
